A. Legal immigrants shall be eligible to receive the
following services and programs from the state:
(1) emergency medical and health services;
(2) Title 20 social services;
(3) state child care assistance;
(4) women, infants and children nutrition
programs and other commodity benefits; and
(5) child and adult care food programs.
B. Undocumented immigrants shall be eligible to
receive health services from the state.

C. Immigrants may participate in the child and adult
